Washington, D. C., Feb. 29—Today 


is "Leap' Y^ar day," the odd day that 
is added to the calendar every fourth 
year in order to "correct" the incon- 
venient mathematical 
irregularities 


of the sun. 


A backward 
glance 
through the 


pages of history discloses many in- 
teresting and more or less important 
events that have 
occurred on Feb- 


ruary's odd day. 
Battles have been 


iought and sieges raised on this date, j 
It has played its part in diplomacy I 
and statecraft. Great men have died i 
on February 29, and 
others have 


claimed it as birthday—and so have j 
only one genuine natal anniversary 
to each four years of living. Science 
and music, literature and journalism, 
all figure in the necessarly abbre- 
viated annals of February 29. 


It was on February 29, in the year 


1804 that the town of Deerfield, was 
attacked and burned by the Indians. 
About 40 of the settlers were killed 
and 100 more taken prisoners. 


February 29, 1712, is the generally 


accepted date of the birth of Marquis 
Louis Joseph de 
Montcalm whose 


name is indelibly linked with the ear- 
ly history of America.

Montcalm was appointed to the com- 
mand of the French army in America.

War Was Started on February 29. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 29—Today 


is "Leap' Y^ar day," the odd day that 
is added to the calendar every fourth 
year in order to "correct" the incon- 
venient mathematical 
irregularities 


of the sun. 


A backward 
glance 
through the 


pages of history discloses many in- 
teresting and more or less important 
events that have 
occurred on Feb- 


ruary's odd day. 
Battles have been 


iought and sieges raised on this date, j 
It has played its part in diplomacy I 
and statecraft. Great men have died i 
on February 29, and 
others have 


claimed it as birthday—and so have j 
only one genuine natal anniversary 
to each four years of living. Science 
and music, literature and journalism, 
all figure in the necessarly abbre- 
viated annals of February 29. 


It was on February 29, in the year 


1804 that the town of Deerfield, was 
attacked and burned by the Indians. 
About 40 of the settlers were killed 
and 100 more taken prisoners. 


February 29, 1712, is the generally 


accepted date of the birth of Marquis 
Louis Joseph de 
Montcalm whose 


name is indelibly linked with the ear- 
ly history of America. 
In 1756 


Montcalm was appointed to the com- 
mand of the French army in America. 
Three years later he met death while | 
defending Quebec against the assault 
of the British. With his death per- 
ished the last hope of the colony of 
New France. 


The Semincle war also added an 


evvnt to the chronicles of the Leap 
Yea,r day. 
It was on February 29, 


1836, that the American troops from 
New Orleans, in command of General 
Gaines,- were attacked by the Indians 
while th\'y were attempting to ford 
the WitHKvchoochee river in Florida.
